In response to the Office Action dated June 18, 2001, please amend this application as 
follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

[ please amend claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 14, 16, 18 and 20 as follows : 

1 . (Twice Amended) A heparin-binding protein comprising a covalently bonded 
sugar chain, said sugar chain selected from the group consisting of a sulfated polysaccharide, a 
glycosdminoglycan, an O-linked sugar chain and combinations thereof, wherein the residual 
activity of the heparin-binding peptide for the intended medical use is increased by adding the 
covalently bonded sugar chain. 

4. (Twice Amended) The heparin-binding protein of claim 1 , wherein the sugar 
chain is covalently bonded through a peptide to which the sugar chain can be added. 
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
